Then she led four training classes 
that drew a very fine attendance of about 13 at each meeting. The morale of the teachers 
has been boosted considerably by her work ard we have found several new persons for future 
leadership.

The total attendance 
for the school was 51 and there were 11 teachers am helpers.

Sgt. Hogan of the ATB went to call on one of 

his mene Both the sergeant andhis wife found a home situationthat was at the breaking 

point. Only earlier in the evening the couple had had a fight. Hogan was able to talk 

with the c ouphe for sane time and then suggested thatthey talk with me. They agreed to 

this and he camp and got me. This turned out to be an involved counselling sitwution 

that we were able +o be of some help. However, this is the first time tlmt I have direstly 

gotten an assist like this for counselling, for which bh am grateful. 


King*s lake Camp 

his summer I was dean of the high school conference at King's Lake. I believe that it was 
one of the most outstanding camps tlt we have held since I have been here. We had Dr. 
David Dilworth of Whiteirbh College as our Bible teacher am main speaker. Financially and 
attendance wise, this ws a most successful conference. There were 55 High School campers 
present. This year we also sent 3 Junior Highs fram Delta and one from Salcha. 


Landscaping 

This summer we have made, our first real step toward the landscaping project. We had the 
front yard graded dow and gravelled. This has been a wonderful aid in keeping the dust 
down and making everyone happier. The yard is prepared partially for putting in lawn. But 
ba: not had the time or the good wather to get it inthis year. But we are on the 


Power Plant Fire 
As has been reported by separate letters, we have been without power from Mark Marechus 


since his fire on July 17th. We have scrounged power plants af all sorts on a temporary 
basis from the Fish and Wildlife Service, Jack Goddard, a local man whose family attends 
church, and the Patty Macdonald Construction 6ompany, through Frank Walkup. These plants 
have managed to keep us broke and busy. They are time consuming and costly to run. Power 
has been promised to us by December 15th. But we will have a rough go of it as soon as 
it starts to get cold. So far we have burned out the bearings ona diesel plant and had 
+o have the crank shaft turned and a new bearing poured. We have wrna bearing on thé 
gasoline motor and were able to repair it with only a half a day's labor. But if you want 
to know all abort power plants, I can tell you. The amwer is don't get one and pay 
for someone else to give you power. Our prayer is that we will be able to make it till 
Golden Valley Electric Go. gets here wth power. But there are t+imeg when a power plant 


could be enough for a preacher to lose his religion over.

And to find leadership in the 
area is almost next to impossible, unless that is if I were to draw on some Christian 
Scientists. This I have tried hard to avoid. But may end up having to have their hélp.

The First clurch of Fa rbanks ¥oung People had me speak to their group three times 
while they wre on a retreat at “arding Lake Camp. This involved two extra trips to 
the Salcha area. 


III. MILEAGE : 

This month's mileage had been a bit heavier than usual. While at Salcha fro the Vacation 
Church School, Bernie Thompson and I stayed at Harding Lake Camp. I had to pick up most 
af the children and had to average alomst 70 miles per day just to get them to and from 
+he school. Also I made a few extra trips to the quonset hut to work on it in preparation 
for the winter. “his involved at least a 15 mile addition each trip. I feel that in fige 
uring my share of the expenses on the car that this Salcha mileage should be deducted 
first. 


IVe POWER 

Since the fire at LA CITY LIMITS and our loss of power. I have had plenty of generator 
problems. I spent over forty hors during August working on generators. Some preachers 
loose their religion over mimeograph machines on Saturday evening, I have many times 
come mighty close to loosing my religio overpower plants. If I thought I had to face 
this all winter, I wamld be handing in my resignation, its not worth the effort. But

The good Lord was mighty kind since we held Bible School and I had to fight generators 
mostly on Saturdays, by sending three visitors to be here over the weekends and preache 
Reve Brown, of Aberdeen, S.De, and Stewdeitdhip and Promotion chm. for that Synod stayed 
here and preached for me one Sunday. He was a tremendous help and inspiration. 

then in the midst of pur power troubles we had a team of mountain climbers move an and 
cam on us. We had expected the climbers to be here a few days. But we had not expected 
that one of the men would bring his fanily. They were here during the tim that Bernie 
and I wre at Salcha. So Kerry hadto put up with themfor a week. However, one of the 
climbers was a Presbyterian minister of sorts and I had him preach one Sunday. 

Then we had the privilege of having Bill Wiley passing through on Sundgy morning going 
+0 a conference at Fairbanks. So we had Bill tell the folks abait Haines Housie which 
they really appreciated. Bill did a grand job.

Hall and manse and finding now that power will be a reality sooner than we had hoped for, 
the session is in action to find an adequate heating system. Mac McGilvray has taken the 
lead and has done a fine job in this field. 

The session has dame smme mturing in the past year. They are really beginning to see 
things from a more permanent point of view. This is a new and positive attitude that I 
fell Jack Hummel has contributed in a very real way. 

Also, thy have become cmscious of their responsibility in the community. And we are 
learning now what it means to take a stand that is not popular. The Hunters Lodge has 
been closed for some time. they now want to open it and are using every conceivable way 
to doite We have written two very strong Letters to the Liquor Gontrol Board opposing 
the licensing of this joint. Now the ramaficatims are starting to be felt. Several of 
the people who have had an interest in the church on the fringe have recently been quite 
aloof.

However, Bert lost right away one of his key workers 
at Salcha in Joy Rowan. The whole Rowan family left for Seattle. Joy for the past three 
years has been the most faithful of all the people at Salcha. She was also a Sunday School 
teacher. I know tht Bert is going to miss her help considerably. 
III. DELTA CHURCH OFFICER TRAINING PROGRAM 
Now that I dm't have to go to Salcha every Sunday afternoon, we have been able to put 
into action a Ghurch Officer Training Program. This is on an expanded basis. The first 
year we did it with the elders only. But for the second year, we have included the Guild 
officers and the Sunday School teachers. This has been a rich experience already. I honestly 
believe that wt will revolutionize the whole spiritual outlook of the congregation within 
the year. Already they have plummed some deep areas of the faith. This has been surprising 
to me in that the secomd year's material is on an almmst cut and dried question in the 
government of the church. But most of our people have come from other than Presbyterian 
backgrounds. I believe that they have been most challenged by our church's program which 
they are beginning to see is geared to serving the woole of Christ's Kingdom. 
IV. GIVIC RESPONSIBILITIES 
Again, with the extra task of Salcha removed, I have had more time to do the things in 
the comunity that I have beenwanting to do. I have dropped the Lions Club because with 
all their talk of civic betterment, if became mostly a party time organization that I 
caild not afford to belong to. In the meantime,,the Chamber of Commerce is growing quite 
active and is really trying to do something far. the community. I have been appointed the 
chaiman of the cemetery committee and also the Saféty Countil. This has been a good chance 
to make outside c mtacts that have been far more rewarding than the ceaseles rounds of 
parties intermingled with talk wf what we ought.to do in the Lions Club. 

For a rabid Republican, I had a very humbling experience. I had a long cmversation 
with Mr. Beaser, Sen. Gruening's legilative assistant. And then the next day, be cause 
no one in the canmunity could be fand to take Congressman Rivers around the town, I was 
asked. It meant that I got in on a complete aArmy briefing at Ft. Greely by the CO. It was 
most interestingto see how the Army views the value of Ft. Greely and to see the future 
plans af exparsion. There is no question about it, the fort will definitely grow much larger. 


In the SEA field, there has been activity as well. As the Presbytery chairman of 
Christian Education, I was busy sending out letters to the churches to send letters to 


the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board and the governor commending them for the action they 
have taken toward uniform closing hours for liquor dispensaries. 

Ve. CONSTRUCTION 

Work wasat last completed on the inside stakrrway to the basement of the manse. This also 
provides a way to heat the new addition and will leave space for ducts when we put a new 
heating system.eing Dr. Jackman sent approval of a hot air heating system and worl came 
yeasterday for authorization to put in a heating plant inthe manse andthe Rec Hall. The 
furnaces are ordered ard we will pick them up next week.

We rasied the budget about$1200 over the 1959 budget. We just barely skinned by on it. So 
there was some skepticism. But for about five Sundays prhor, I had been preaching about 
stewardship. Well the men went out and came back with fine results. Todaje we have received 
17 pledges for a total of $4381.00. Not all the pledges are in as yet. H wever, the budget 
for 1960 was set at $4109.07. In forming the budget the session refused to increase the 
benevolences emdept for the Presb tery approved causes for $47.09. But rather than ask the 
Board for more money in construction, they budgeted $700.00 for construction to complete 
the work on the existing buildings. They did ask for $300.00 form the Board to put ang 
addition on the front of the chapel. My hopes are that for 1961, we may increase the pastor's 
salary another $100.00 to $250.00 per month. Though at this early date they are reluctant 
to consider it. Their scotch coneervatism will have to be worn down slowly. Withthe excess 
they anticipate for 1960, they plan to put a percentage into benevolences but start a fund 
for the pastor's furlough and the extra expens es that this involves.

had been away from the house most of the day and we did not learn of the trouble until 4:00pm.) 
I went immediately to the Gee's home and found Arthur completely shook. I got on the phone 
and called a few of the folks who had been at the COT meeting and asked them to be praying 
and to spread the word. We lefft the children with the Bucks and by 5:0) pm we were on our 
way to Ladd with Arthur. When we got there the baby was in the operating room and was there 
for 2} hours. We stayed with the Gee's that night at Ladd and spent the next day which turned 
out to be a most critical day. Later we found that the child had just 2 out of 60 chances to 
live. In the meantime, the folks at Delta had been praying continually. On Wednesday evening 
we held a special prayer meeting and 11 showed up to pray for the Gees. The outcome is that 
the child is home and mending rapidly. But the whole experience drew the whole congregation 
much closer togethew and taught them how to trust the Lord. The Gees especially and all 

the rest of us have been quite different for the experience.

I had to use the 
Camp truck which Bert Bingle has and had to go totown to get it and haul the furnace out

out for me and ealled along the way so I was saved an extra trip.
